THE NATIONAL GRANGE— DECLARATION OF 
PRINCIPLES. 


The National Grange, in session at 
St. Louis, on ^Wednesday unanimously 
adopted the following declaration of 
principles: 
First—United by the strong tie of 
agriculture, we mutually resolve to 
labor for the good of our order, our 
country and mankind. 
Second—We heartily endorse its 
m otto: 


'* / « essentials unit//, in non-essentials 
liberty; in a ll things ch a rity .” 
We shall endeavor to advance our 
cause by laboring to accomplish the 
following objects: To develop better, 
higher manhood and womanhood ; to 
enhance the comforts and attractions 
of our homes; to strengthen our de- 
Íiartments, to emulate each other in 
abor; to hasten the good time com­ 
ing; to reduce our expenses, botli in­ 
dividually and concretely, by lessen­ 
ing our outlays and to produce more. 
In order to make our farms self-sup­ 
porting we propose a union in working 
together, buying and selling together, 
and in such general way acting to­ 
gether for our mutual protection and 
advancement as occasion may require; 
we «hall avoid litigation as much as 
possible by arbitration in our Granges; 
we shall constantly strive to secure 
entire harmony, good will and broth­ 
erhood among ourselves, and to make 
ourselves perpetual; for our business 
interests we ucslrc to bring the pro­ 
ducers and consumers, the farmers and 
manufacturers, together into the most 
direct and friendly relations possible, 
and we must dispense with surplus 
middlemen—not that we are unfriend­ 
ly, hut that we don’t need them; all 
our acts and all our efforts, so far as 
business is concerned, are not only for 
the benefit of the producers and con­ 
sumers, but also for all our interests 
which tend to bring these two parties 
into speedy and economical contact; 
hence, wholesale transportation com­ 
panies of every kind are necessary to 
us; their interests are connected with 
our interests. 
Keeping in view that sentence and 
our declaration “ that individual hap­ 
piness depends on general prosperity,” 
we shall therefore advocate for every 
State a service of facilities for trans­ 
porting cheaply to the seaboard, or be­ 
tween home producers and consumers, 
all the productions of our country. 
W e adopt it as our fixed purpose to 
open channels for cheap transporta­ 
tion. 
There is to be no communism, no 
agrarianism. 
We are opposed to such 
a spirit and management of any cor­ 
poration as tends to oppress the people 
and deprive them of tueir just profits. 
W e are not enemies to capital, nut we 
oppose monopoly. We long to see the 
antagonism between capital and labor 
removed by common consent and by 
enlightened statesmanship worthy of 
the nineteenth century. We are op­ 
posed to excessive high rates of luterest 
and exorbitant profits; they greatly in­ 
crease our burdens and do not hear 
proper proportions to our labors. We 
desire only our land by legitimate 
transactions. 
We shall advance the 
cause of education among ourselves 
and for our children by all just means 
in our power. We are especial advo­ 
cates that our agricultural sciences 
and the arts which adorn our homes 
shall be taught in tlicir courses of 
study. 
Hincerely we assert the oil-repeated 
truth taught in our orgaidc law, that 
Granges—National, State or Public­ 
are not political or party organizations. 
No one true to its obligations can dis­ 
cuss political or religious questions, 
nor can political conventions or names 
of candidates be mentioned in them. 
We teach the underlying of all true 
politics, all true statesmanship, and if 
properly carried out it will tend to 
purify the social atmosphere of the 
whole country. 
If we seek the great­ 
est good we shall always bear in mind 
that no one by becoming a Patron of 
Husbandry gives up that right and 
duty whion belongs to every American 
citizen, to take a proper interest in 
politics. On the contrary, it is hojied 
every one does all in his power to in­ 
fluence for good the actions of any po­ 
litical party. It is his duty to do all 
he can to put down bribery, corruption 
and trickery—to allow none. But it 
should always characterize the belief 
of every Patron of Husbandry that the 
offices should seek men, and not the 
man seek the office. 
They appeal to all good citizens of 
all classes for support in their efforts 
toward reform; declaro that one of 
their cardinal principles is to assist 
any suffering brother, and finally pro­ 
claim that one of their purposes is to 
inculcate a proper appreciation of the 
abilities and sphere of woman. 
A memorial ito the Patrons of Hus­ 
bandry in the cotton States, present­ 
ing arguments in favor of a system of 
mixed husbandry in the South, in­ 
stead of devoting theirentire land and 
labor to the production of one crop, 
was also submitted and adopted. 
Oars being peculiarly a farmers’ in­ 
stitution, we cannot admit all to our 
ranks. Many are excluded by the na­ 
ture of our organization, not because 
they are professional men, or artisans, 
or laborers, but because they have not 
sufficient direct interest, or may have 
some interest in conflict with our pur» 
poses. But we appeal to all good citi­ 
zens for their cordial co-operation to 
assist us in our efforts toward reform. 
Aid us In our endeavors, that we may 
remove from our midst the last vest» 
age of corruption. 
Wo hall a general decree for frater­ 
nal harmony and earnest co-operation 
as an omen of our future success. It 
shall be an abiding principle with us 
to relieve all of our suffering brother­ 
hood by any means in our command, 
Lastk hut not least, we proclaim 
among our purposes to inculcate a 
proper appreciation of the ability and 
sphere of woman, as is indicated by 
her admittance to membership in our 
Order. 
Imploring the continued assistance 
of our Divine Maker to gunrd us iu 


our work, we here pledge ourselves to 
faithful and harmonious labor for all 
future time, and to return by our 
united efforts to the wisdom, justice 
and political security of our fore­ 
fathers. 
Mr. Wright, of California, is accred­ 
ited with the authorship of the Declar­ 
ation. 


Preserving and Plantino Timber. 


It is due principally to the persis­ 
tent efforts of our Horticultural Socie­ 
ties that the importance of preserving 
our forests has been prominent before 
the public. It is now generally allow­ 
ed by meteorologists that forests do 
exercise a very important influence, 
not only upon the weather, but, also, 
upon the water supply of our rivers; 
for, while the annual evaporation 
from the earth and ocean is a fixed 
quantity, its deposition varies with 
the changed locality upon which it 
falls. If the land whereon it falls he 
covered with forests or long grasses, it 
is field, 
penetrates the soil, feeds 
springs, or is given back slowly. 
If, 
on the other hand, it falls on a hare or 
partially denuded surface it runs 
quickly away, often producing terrible 
freshets, such as of late years the 
pountry has been visited with. 
Tlie late 
lamented 
Commodore 
Maury in his address before the Na­ 
tional Agricultural Congress at St. 
Louis, Mo., In 1872, on “Science and 
its Application to Agriculture,” thus 
condenses the whole subject in a nut­ 
shell: 
“Every movement that takes 
placo in the atmosphere, from the 
zephyr to the tornado, is traceable to 
the sun. He it is that pumps up from 
the sea the water for your mighty 
Mississippi River, transports it thro’ 
the air, and showers it down upon 
your glad bills and smiling valleys. 
The quantity of heat annually dis- 
Í 
iensed by him to the earth is constant. 
L’he dimensions of the ocean are per- 
ment. The volume of water annually 
taken up from it as vapor and let 
down again as rain, hail, snow and 
dew, is also contant. But the quanti­ 
ty of it that is dispensed to you year 
by year, is variable.” 
At the International Congress re­ 
cently held at Vienna, to take into 
consideration tho best means for the 
preservation of forests, representatives 
being present from the United States, 
Germany, France, Belgium, Italy, 
Holland and Hungary, It was reiter­ 
ated that many of the large rivers of 
Europe were diminishing their volume 
of water. It was demonstrated that 
the cutting down of forests had per­ 
manently lowered the Elbe to a great 
degree within the last fifty years. 
That it had rendered drouth periodical 
in Hungary, that it had reduced the 
products of Greece to an incalculable 
extent, and that it had seriously af­ 
fected the fertility of Sicily and Sar­ 
dinia. Various streams, as the Rhine 
and Oder, were cited as showing the 
resultant effects on streams from the 
denudation of forests. 
In Palestine, 
where the destruction of forests had 
been excessive, the effects were espe­ 
cially noticeable in the drying up of 
springs, etc. 
On the other hand, ami it is really 
of value to us of the West, facts were 
presented showing that the planting 
of forests in Austria and Italy nad pro­ 
duced beneficial effects in inducing 
rain and consequent fertility, and now 
that the planting of forests, as a means 
of producing a more equal rainfall, 
ana of modifying the climate of a 
country, is indorsed by the conclave 
of savants of Europe ami America, we 
suppose that those who have combated 
the idea heretofore will now fall into 
line and insist that “they always told 
you so.” 
The demand for seedling forest trees 
for planting has been steadily increas­ 
ing for the last three years, The in­ 
habitants of Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas 
and Nebraska are especially realizing 
the benefits of forest planting, though 
originally forced into it by the scarci­ 
ty of timber for economical purposes. 
When this planting Shall have be­ 
come genera» throughout the new 
States of tiie Far Weat, gil will learn, 
as many of us have known for years, 
that the planting or conservation of 
one-fitth to a quarter of the area of a 
country with timber will render the 
cultivation of many plants profitable 
that are now exotic and impossible. 
It will so modify our climate that we 
shall no longer be subject to the terri­ 
ble storms tiiat now periodically, and 
with increasing violence, devastate 
the West. 
A single tree planted exerts its own 
distinct inflence in modifying a cli­ 
mate or protecting crops. It is small 
it is true, but, nevertheless, distinct. 


Wool. 


There has been only a moderate de­ 
mand for wool, and the market shows 
signs of weakness on some grades. 
California Fall is in more liberal sup­ 
ply, and with a reduction of a cent and 
a half per pound has moved to a fair 
extent.

and ten bales and a hundred and sev­ 
enty-seven pounds, at 25£(«;35c for 
Spring. 17(?>25Jc for Fall, 73(<i)80c for 
scoured, 43(5>44Í for pulled. At Boston 
the market is quiet. Manufacturers and 
dealers are waiting the results of the 
London sales, which will probably de­ 
cide what prices will rule until June. 
California has m eta good demand and 
sells steadily. The sales are 181,000 
poqnds up to 36c for Spring, 27Jc for 
Fall, 80c for scoured, and 52c for pulled. 
The London sales that were to have 
come off on the 12th of February, 
have been postponed, probably on ac­ 
count of the non-arrlyál of ships from 
Australia.

Fees and S a la rie s. 
A petition to the Legislature, asking 
the passage of a law requiring our 
county officials to pay all fees received 
by them into the county treasury, ami 
authorizing the Board of Supervisors 
to fix the salaries that shall be paid 
them, is now in circulation, and is re­ 
ceiving the signatures of many of oui 
voters. 
The principle is a correct one,and the 
Legislature cannot apply it too soon, 
duch a law would save to the State, if 
made applicable to all counties alike, 
untold sums of money. At the same 
time there should be a general reduc­ 
tion of fees. The amount now exact­ 
ed from the people is simply frightful. 
The practice of paying officials for 
their services by a system of fees has 
a tendency to demoralize the officer. 
There is a constant inducement to 
charge a higher rate than is allowed 
by law, and the fact that the amount 
so exacted is small, makes it all the 
easier to keep up the practice. 
There is no disposition on the part of 
our people to charge our officials with 
anything of this kind, but that it has 
been done in this .State, and in all 
others where the fee system is in use, 
is too well known to require any proof. 
In nearly every State that has had oc­ 
casion to revise its constitution during 
the past few years, this principle has 
been adopted, and its working is found 
far preferable to the old plan. 
Every officer should be paid a fair 
salary, which should neither be in­ 
creased or diminished during his term, 
and the official fees should go into the 
treasury. 


Reform In Agricultural Exhibitions. 
The Bulletin of the 11th copies Judge 
Thompson’s letter to Gov. Downey, on 
the agricultural society business, ac­ 
companying it with the following 
forcible and well-timed remarks: 
The leading feature in so-called agri­ 
cultural fairs has been the speed pro­ 
gramme, with its attendent Immorali­ 
ties of betting and pool-selling. The 
promotion of agriculture, or anything 
appertaining to it outside of the breed­ 
ing and development of blooded stock, 
has received but little attention from 
the managers of the various associa­ 
tions under whose auspices these fairs 
are gotten up, and obtained but a sec­ 
ond or third-rate place in the exhibi­ 
tions. The mechanic arts have fared 
no better. What attention these de­ 
partments have received has beeu pro­ 
ductive of good, but the sphere of their 
usefulness lias been too contracted, 
and their growth has not corresponded 
with that of the speed programmes. 
There has, consequently, been a strong 
tendency in agricultural fairs, as con­ 
ducted in this State, to cultivate the 
baueful spirit of gambling, and the 
necessity of a complete revolution be­ 
ing effected in their management has 
been gradually gaining strength. The 
State has unwittingly aggravated the 
evil by extending aid to these associa­ 
tions under the belief that it was be­ 
ing expended for the purposes for 
which it was invariably represented to 
be required—the promotion of agricul­ 
tural and mechanical industries. 
But, judging from the steps recently 
taken by the farmers in the southern 
counties, a new era in the manage­ 
ment of agricultural associations is 
about to set in. The indifferent treat­ 
ment the farming community have 
received at the hands of the managers 
of the Southern District Agricultural 
Association, whose headquarters is in 
Los Angeles, in the various exhibi­ 
tions that have been given, has been 
the means of stimulating them into 
the formation of a rival organization 
which shall be devoted solely to the 
advancement of agriculture and the 
mechanic arta. The headquarters of 
the new association is at Los Nietos, 
in the very center of the principal 
farming district in Los Angeles Coun­ 
ty, and is conveniently located to Los 
Angeles, Anaheim, "El Monte, and 
Han Bernardino. Its managers are 
practical farmers, who are evidently 
in earnest in their efforts to purge ag­ 
ricultural fairs of their most demoral­ 
izing elements Its cardinal princi­ 
ples are that betting, pool-selling, and 
the Hale of iutoxicating beverages are 
prejudicial to the best interests of its 
stockholders and patrons, and demor­ 
alizing in their effects upon the com­ 
munity at large, and should be strict­ 
ly prohibited on its grounds. The 
movement has caused considerable 
alarm among the managers of the 
Southern District Agricultural Asso­ 
ciation, aud overtures have been re­ 
peatedly made to the managers of the 
new organization with the view of a 
consolidation—even going so far as to 
offer the farmers a controling interest 
m the association—but they have 
most signally failed, and there is not 
tne least hope of any such consolida­ 
tion being effected. 
The only mistake in this is the loca­ 
tion, Los Angeles being the head­ 
quarters of the Grangers’ Exposition 
instead of Los Nietos. The Bulletin 
adds : 
The dawn of reformation in the 
management of agricultural associa­ 
tions certaiuly breaks in a very unex- 
fiected quarter, but it is not any the 
ess welcome on that account. 


T h e Civil Service Reform fa rc e is 
again receiving attention in Congress. 
Ah long as the necessities of politi­ 
cians require the manipulation of con­ 
ventions neither of the political par­ 
ties now represented in Congress will 
take any step toward removing the 
abuses that render our Civil Service a 
disgrace, and these periodical move­ 
ments ostensibly for reform will de­ 
ceive uu one, 


San Bernardino Items. 
Thi-rM iouictrlcal Itrm ril. 


1 hat excellent local paper, the San 
Bernardino Guardinn, has entered oil 
its eighth volume. It claims to he 
firmly established, and announces 
that: “In the future, the Guardian 
will be strictly an independent jour­ 
nal; reserving to itself entire liberty 
of action. It will be the organ of no 
party; thp servant of no “ring;” the 
mout n-piece of no corporation; the ad­ 
vocate of no clique.” We glean from 
it the following items: 
Two petitions are being circulated, 
and each numerously signed, address­ 
ed to the Postmaster-General, one, ask­ 
ing the appointment of J. F. Miller, 
Postmaster at this place, and the 
other praying that Dr. J. C. Peacock 
be retired. 
We have received beautiful speci­ 
mens of cotton from Jaeupa, Cabison 
Valley, and the north foothills. A 
more lengthened notice will he given 
the subject next week.

W a s h i n g t o n , F eb. 15. 
General Butler and Judge W hite of 
Alabama, having been appointed a

Arizona. 


To Mr. T. J. W ilson, formerly a resi­ 
dent of this place, but at present « 
denizen of Arizona, who lias come 
back to “take out” his wife and fami­ 
ly, we are indebted for much valuable 
information concerning the resources 
of that fine territory. 
Mr. Wilson is 
bookkeeper for the Withlowbrothers; 
and at present, attorney for HRrah 
W hitlow, in the transaction of busi­ 
ness here. H e gives a glowing ac­ 
count of the prospects, advantages ami 
opportunities which Arizona holds 
out to sett lei s. 
He says that the Mc­ 
Dowell country is quite as good land 
as this valley, and will produce about 
the same variety of crops, and semi- 
tropical fruits, that there is abundance 
of wood, water and grass in that sec­ 
tion, that it contains magnificent cat­ 
tle and sheep ranges, but that there 
is no stock to put upon them, that 
the settlers would be glad to see stock 
in large quantities taken there ; that 
it is an excellent country for young 
men of spirit, ability and enterprise ; 
and that any man w ho wants to work, 
can make there a comfortable home, 
and in a short time amass an inde­ 
pendence. Mr. Wilson is interested 
in the Globe mine, in the Finals, north 
of the Needles. 
An assay made by 
Mr. Craig, of a portion of this rock 
showed it contains 42.5 cents of cop­ 
per. He informs us that excellent 
Government land, on which are wood, 
water and grass, is yet procurable in 
large quantities. He advises settlers 
un<l others going to Arizona, who may 
desire information, or assistance of 
that kind, to go to such men as C. P. 
Head, J. Marion, of the Miner, and 
Grant Oury. 
Parties who go to these 
men, he says, “ will do w ell.”—[8. B. 
Guardian. 


From H. N . Conger, an old timer on 
the Comstock, who yesterday arrived 
here from Utah, where he lias a large 
stock ranch we have some particulars 
in regard to the stock situation in 
Utah and Eastern Nevada. 
Mr. Con­ 
ger's ranch is situated about sixty 
miles north of Pioche, just in the edge 
of Utah, in what is known as Snake 
valley, and in the vicinity of Jeff. 
Davis’ Peak, the highest mountain in 
that section of the country. He has 
about 4,000 head of sheep on his place, 
and all are doing well, as in his valley 
there is no snow at present; indeed, 
there has been but little at any time 
this winter. 
This side of Snake val­ 
ley, however, in the snowy ranges in 
this State, there is great suffering 
nmong the horses, cattle and all kinds 
of farm stock, and many cattle and 
horses are already dead. A t Murphy’s 
ranch, on W hite river, the overseer of 
the place informed Mr. Conger that he 
had just counted 200 head of dead cat­ 
tle. There are on the ranch about 10,­ 
000 head of cattle. 
In many places on 
the Humboldt cattle and horses are 
also dying. 
All 
the ranches and 
ranges in Eastern Navada are over­ 
stocked, the snow is of unusual depth, 
and none of the ranchmen have any 
hay. 
In the W hite river and Spring 
valley regions great numbers of cattle 
must unavoidably be lost between now 
and the spring.—1[Virginia City Enter­ 
prise.

Our Imports from Great Britain. 


One of the most hopeful signs of an 
improving financial condition in the 
country is the decline of imported lux­ 
uries. 
According to the report of the 
Bureau of Statistics there was a con­ 
siderable falling off in the importa­ 
tion of the principal articles of British 
manufacture for the year 1873 as com­ 
pared with the previous year, and par­ 
ticularly during the last months of 
1873. Take cotton piece goods, for ex­ 
ample, aud we find that in 1872, 131,- 
017,330yards were imported, while in 
1873 the number of yards was 109,500,­ 
345. So we m ight go through the list 
of imported articles and find a corres­ 
ponding reduction. Iron, however, is 
especially worthy of mention. In 1872 
there were 467,304 tons of railroad iron, 
64,553 tons of bar, angle, bolt and rod 
iron, and 195,151 tons of pig iron im ­ 
ported, while in 1873 the amount was: 
railroad iron, 185,702 tons; pig iron, 
102,624 tons, and bar and other kinds 
of iron, 23,006 tons. This is a differ­ 
ence of over $20,000,000 in iron alone. 
If we can continue to reduce our im ­ 
ports and increase our exports the ex­ 
changes will be more in our favor, and 
this would do more to bring down the 
premium on gold and carry us to a 
specie basis than all the proposed leg­ 
islation of Congress.—[N. Y. Herald. 


A Mr. Prideaux claims Lord Lytton 
as a believer in astrology.

“ In the review of Lord Lytto'n’s 
‘ Parisians’ in your number for Decem­ 
ber 27th I find the passage ‘on the one 
hand, he loved to be talked about at 
any cost, and corn ted a cheap reputa­ 
tion by the fanfare nade of vices to 
which he had no real claim, and by a 
feigned dabbling in occult sciences in 
which he had no real belief.’ From 
my point of view the last clause in the 
sentence does injustice to the breadtli 
and many-sidedness of his lordship’s 
mind; at any rate, I venture to say 
the statement is incorrect, and will be 
recognized to be so by all those who 
knew him intimately; in proof of 
which I may mention that I possess a 
letter from him in which he unequivo* 
rally avows his belief in genethliacal 
astrology.”________ 


A brief but interesting account of a 
discovery in Egypt is published in the 
“proceedings” of the Society of A nti­ 
quaries. 
An Englishm an‘traveling 
on the skirt# of Sinai noticed small, 
blue stones lying in the beds of dried- 
up torrents, aud brought a few of them 
to England, where he learned that 
they were torquoises of good quality. 
He went back to Egypt and made fur­ 
ther researches, built a house at the 
junction of three valleys, and, aided by 
friendly natives whom he took into his 
service, he discovered the torquois 
mines formerly worked by the ancient 
Egyptians, together with their tools 
and the places where they ground and 
polished the stones. So now torquoises 
are dug from those old rocks and sent 
to England. Ancient iron works have 
also been discovered, with huge heaps 
of slag piled arouud them. A speci­ 
men of this.slag, on being tested, was 
found to contain fifty-three per cent, 
of iron, which favors the supposition 
that it would pay to smelt the whole 
mass over again. 
To protect these 
valuable deposits, the Pharos built 
fortifications and a barrack and temple 
for the troops, relics of which still re­ 
main.
